Guernsey Advancement 


The Guernsey breed experiencing period prosperity. 
not temporary prosperity Those who estab- 
lished the breed this country half century ago built 
better foundation than they knew, and the progress the 
Guernsey today the inevitable result the splendid work 
these men, the merits the cow they loved, and 
sterling qualities the breeders who have developed her since 
her earliest history. Guernsey bulls and Guernsey cows are 
demand the North, South, East, and West, but there 
are not near enough cattle the breed around. 
the Guernsey multiplies, she and her products become bet- 
ter known, and the demand for her increases even 
than she produces. 

Twenty-five years ago the secretary, alone, took care 
all registrations well the administrative duties the 
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that time less than 11000 Guernseys had been reg- 
1920, the registration cows exceeded the 100,000 mark. 
The total amount business during the fiscal year 1919-1920 
was approximately $175,000, and all indications point 
standard beyond the $200,000 mark during the present year. 
the first four months the present fiscal year, May 
August 31, 1920, 7165 Guernseys have 
which increase approximately 1000 head over the 
corresponding period one year ago. During the entire fiscal 
1911-12 total 6932 Guernseys were registered, 
which less than the total number registered the first 
four months the present year. 

The membership the now approaching very 
closely the 1000 mark. August 31, 1920, there were 
active members, and the applications now pending will 
more than ample exceed 1050 names. 

Almost 10000 Advanced Register records have been com- 
pleted more than 8150 cows. Four hundred and fifty- 
five cows completed official records between May 
September 1920. Two thousand four hundred cows are 
test, increase more than sixty-two per cent. over the 
the corresponding date one year ago. New records produc- 
tion are being established constantly, but the most significant 
fact that the average production the breed being 
gradually increased from year year. the seven classes 
the Roll Honor, where cow required carry calf 
least 265 days her testing period, new records have been 
established six times during the last twelve months.

Countess Prue 
43785, owned Howes, Groton, Massachusetts, has 
credit 856.69 pounds butter fat 275 days. same 
period Murne Cowan 19597, the present Guernsey Cham- 
pion, had produced 822.81 pounds butter 
67481, owned William Rutherford, Madrid, New 
York, has completed record, not yet verified, which exceeds 
the present champion cow the four and one-half year old 
Nella Jay Pencoyd 77520 has her credit 
492.57 pounds butter fat seven months. she averages 
562 pounds month during the five remaining months she 
will exceed the present champion class The last reports 
received indicated that she was averaging over pounds 
Ultra Celia 72478, owned Jules Breuchaud,

pounds butter fat, which will place her first among the 
junior two year olds.

The average price paid for all Guernseys 1919 sales 
exceeded $216 the average for 1918 the Florham 
Farms Sale sixty-seven Guernseys averaged $1026.52, the 
highest average that time for individual breeders’ 
sale with one exception, namely, the Langwater Farm Sale 
held 1916. Local Guernsey Breeders’ associations that 
hold consignment sales commonly report averages $300 
$500.

INGALLS, Eau Claire, Wisconsin 


The term implies the existence 
organization with membership large have 
within its borders enough good cattle from which consign- 
ments may made insure high class lot 
assumed also that the location the sale and the sale 
pavilion are established. passing, however, may 
stated that the location sale should permanent 
point conveniently located railroads, readily accessible 
consignors, buyers and spectators and equipped with modern 
conveniences. 

The conduct sale naturally falls into two divisions: 
first, the preparation for, and second, the actual selling. The 
first division all odds the most important for every 
stone not carefully turned the selling will suffer propor- 
tion. therefore, that the first division may taken 
care possible, the management should 
vested committee three local men instructed the 
Board Directors and given power act. The experience 
these men will determine whether they wish secure any 
outside assistance. 

The selection animals should made the com- 
mittee, least two members which should jointly pass 
every animal. The number accepted cataloged should 
limited sixty-five and the number males females 
apportioned the ratio one twelve. Only the choicest 
animals should accepted, and the matter each and 
every one being the best health, sold subject sixty- 
day retest and otherwise good health goes without saying. 

male animal should accepted that will not 
least eight months old the time sale, and animals some- 
what older are preferred. Animals should good 
individuals, and preference should given those from 
Advanced Registry ancestry, especially the sire and dam. 

the selection females, believe that the best satisfac- 
tion will obtain they can put into two classes, namely: 


in-calf cows and heifers, and open animals 
should about month away from freshening. 
stage the gestation period, the buyer can quite sure that 
the animal free from abortion, and has the satisfaction 
buying two one. Such animals not only command 
better price, but the purchaser quite satisfied pay it, 
for within comparatively short time after owns the 
animal enjoys increase his herd, and his cow starts 
earning for him the pail. Furthermore, believe that 
careful inquiry whether cows have been normal and 
regular breeders should made and only such cows accepted 
are reasonably sure all right. 

many instances buyers are partial choice open 
heifers, often times paying for them excess what paid 
for cows outstanding individuality and case 
should heifers accepted under six months age the 
time sale and certainly much preferred that 
they year more. 

The appearance animals the ring goes long way 
toward successful sale, and suggestions which 
mailed out the committee regard feeding, fitting and 
training should carefully observed consignors. The 
success sale dependent upon the cooperation every 
man, and all suggestions offered serve part the final suc- 
cess the undertaking. 

The publicity that should given association sale 
very important part the preparation, for without pub- 
licity few buyers can expected and without buyers sale 
failure. Responsibility for the advertising should 
assumed some member the committee some one 
appointed who competent and who will accept the 
responsibility. 

sale one circuit, believe the cooperative 
advertising the announcement dates economical 
and this followed later association an- 
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nouncements such the committee considers advisable, 
descriptive especially choice offerings. announce- 
ments appear the breed paper and dairy and 
papers the judgment the committee are 
value. Local papers also should carry announce- 
ments the sale for more and more must association sales 
depend upon buyers locally. 

Publicity gained large measure also through the dis- 
tribution good catalog. There are firms well in- 
dividuals that are specialists this part the 
association sale, catalog gotten out artistically reasonably 
good paper, and bound way that will wear well when 
given considerable use, some catalogs are, has proven 

well made catalog should contain the usual announce- 
ments including the local train schedule, conditions sale, 
alphabetical index consignors with the number numbers 
their consignments, several good photographs animals 
offered, and the photograph pedigree both reference 
sires arranged the front the catalog. reference sire 
one that either sire that has been bred one 
more the females consigned. The pedigrees animals 
owned the respective consignors are well arranged 
succession, the alphabetical arrangement the 
names consignors being maintained. Advertisements 
sales catalog are out place. 

The pedigrees animals should give the show ring winnings 
and production records, any, won made the animal 
question and its close ancestors. Accomplishments 
animals too distantly related detract from rather than 
add the merit the animal whose history being written 
up. Catalogs should ready for distribution least two 
weeks before the date the sale. Use should made 
carefully selected mailing list, and all requests for catalogs 
should supplied promptly. 

upon the auctioneer and his assistants. They should 
entertaining, resourceful, have an_ intelligent 
understanding pedigree, and with all possess selling ability. 
one our Wisconsin sales lady was heard say that she 
had more fun than going circus, but the cattle sold 
average price over $400. Cooperating with the 
auctioneers there should the box man who commands

The sale ring 
should contain approximately three hundred twenty square 
fect floor space, and most cases, animals show off 
better advantage the platform raised. Tasty decora- 
tions give finish the entire setting harmony with the 
spirit that should obtain. many instances, experienced 
ushers can aid materially seating the audience comfortably. 

Those interested promoting the sale should make 
point meet all visitors and prospective out town buyers. 
Every one should made feel home and that 
really welcome. There’s old saying that way 
man’s heart through his stomach,” and believe that 
much good feeling could established giving free 
glass Guernsey milk every attendant the sale just 
entering the pavilion. have never seen this done 
but believe would good publicity work and that 
would well received.

National Dairy Show 

Institution, organized and con- 

ducted for the purpose stimu- 
lating and fostering interest the dairy 
industry. fulfilling this purpose 
has been eminently successful 
success fully measured the grati- 
fying growth which the industry rep- 
resents has experienced. 

The first exhibit the National Dairy 
Show was held Chicago February, 
1906. this show only comparative- 
small number cattle were assem- 
bled and while these cattle were 
very ordinary sort they represented 
quite well the general type and confor- 
mation breeds that 
time. the Guernsey classes this 
show only three herds were entered. 
The winners these classes and the 
champions were probably the choice 
individuals the breed and they were 
probably popular but they were not 
the type and uniformity which 
should select today foundation 
females herd sires. The second and 
the third National Dairy Shows were 
held Chicago, the fourth Milwau- 
kee, and subsequent annual shows Chicago until 1915 
when the show was abandoned because the outbreak 
Foot and Mouth disease which had occurred the previous 
year. each these shows the class animals exhibited 
improved annually but was not until the fourth show 
October, 1909, that the list prize winners included ani- 
mals which have exerted any profound influence upon the 
present production type the Guernsey this 
show the bull, Imp. Lord Mar 14359, owned 
Marsh Waterloo, lowa, was grand champion and other 
good individuals appeared the ring. 

The following year, 1910, Mr. Marsh again won the male 
grand championship Imp. Hero the Courtil 
14088 and also the grand championship female 
coe’s Bopeep cow has record 622.61 pounds 
fat class and was also first prize Advanced Register 
cow the show. The class winners that year showed 
much improved individuals over former winners 
entries carried more type and greater 
ters that were urgently needed among our Guern- 
seys. the sixth National Dairy Show there were 310 
Guernseys exhibited.

This bull was shown lowa 
State College, Ames, Iowa, which herd has proved his 
worth not only show winner but truly valuable 
sire improving the production his pure bred daughters 
and especially his grade daughters from scrub 
dams. Rex Mar 19668, shown Marsh, afforded 
Imp. Rouge Son 18587 his keenest competition for 
was Imp. Lord Mar 14359, the bull already 
mentioned the 1909 grand champion, and furnishes 
proof that his illustrious sire bred on. 

1913 the grand champion bull was Imp. Hayes Cherub 
25147, owned Mr. Marsh, whose four year old heifer, 
Imp. Jessy Rose 28373, won her class and was made 
male champion. 

The 1914 show Guernseys was the greatest one point 
numbers and quality that had ever been staged that 
time. The unfortunate outbreak Foot and Mouth dis- 
ease occurred that year but due most careful management 
very few animals were lost, the most valuable one being 
Jessy Rose The grand championship 
that year was again awarded Imp. Hayes Cherub 
25147 and for cows Imp. XVI. 52344, also owned 
Mr. Marsh. Some other notable individuals among the 
money winners were Rex Mar 19668 second prize aged bull, 
that was second prize two year old 1912; and Imp. Yeo- 
sixth prize among the aged bulls and senior and 
grand champion Yeoman’s place the money gives 
idea the class that year’s show. was former 
champion, retained his former type and vigor, but the 
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better stuff against him 1914 forced him sixth place 
among the sires. Imp. Cherry’s Memento 27562 
was first prize senior bull calf. out Imp. Hayes 
Golden Cherry 44965 and thus half brother Imp. 
Haves Cherub Cherub 30760 was 
second prize junior bull; son Imp. Hayes Cherub 
25174. 

National Dairy Show was held 1915 and 1916 
was moved Springfield, Massachusetts. The two grand 
championships that year were won Mr. Marsh his 
two year old Ladyship’s Cherub 30760 and Imp. Prin- 
cess Hayes Cherub 25174 was first 
prize aged bull but for senior champion was defeated 
his promising son after having won twenty-two champion- 
ships previous shows without defeat. 
Cherub 30760 out Imp. Ladysmith the Isle 28355 
with 510 pounds butter fat class and immediately 
following this show was sold Tenney, Shorewood 
Farm, Crystal Bay, Minnesota, for $5100, the highest price 
paid for Guernsey bull that time. This valuation 
placed upon him was due the National Dairy Show award 
establishing him the type toward which breeders must 
attain. 

The 1917 and 1918 shows were held Columbus, Ohio. 
1917 the grand champion animals were the same 
1918 Ladysmith’s Cherub 30760 won his third 
championship, being the only bull any breed 
attain that honor the National Dairy Show. Imp. Bella 
Grand Fort 36346,owned Island Farms, Island, 
Minnesota, won the high place for females. She was 
Imp. Princess’s Jewel 24877, the sire Imp. Princess Bergere 
33074, and the only Guernsey bull that has sired two Na- 
tional Dairy Show grand champions. Imp. Bella 
Grand Fort 36346 was unusually excellent individual 
and has record 583.59 pounds butter fat. She was 
sold the 1920 Combination sale Rueping Eau 
Claire, Wisconsin, for $2700. 

The thirteenth National Dairy Show was held Chicago 
October, the number Guernseys exhibited 
last year was not great has been other times the 
quality the animals shown far exceeded any former as- 
semblage the breed. grand championship for bulls 
was awarded Dauntless Edgemoor 49586, senior year- 
ling shown Dupee, Edgemoor Farms, Santee, 
fornia. This bull Imp. May King 25174, 
won second prize for aged bulls and that was sold Mr. 
Dupee Kingston and Fox Wisconsin for 
July 29, this The first prize aged bull was Ladysmith’s 
Cherub 30760 shown Shorewood Farm. was defeated 
for the senior championship his half-brother, 
Prince 41543, shown Mr. Prince 41453

tional Dairy Show grand champion, and out Imp.

1919 the female grand championship was awarded Mr. 
Marsh’s two year old heifer, Imp. Prospect’s Rose des 
Houards after winning her grand cham- 
she completed year’s record 726.85 pounds 
butter fat class which gives her the world’s record for 
that the sale she was sold 
Rueping for $17700, the highest price ever paid for 
Guernsey female. The achievements 
show ring success and her producing ability—mark her 
the most popular cow the breed to-day. Her popularity 
the valuation placed upon her contending 
bidders the sale ring and without doubt her worth was 
contributed the National Dairy Show award. 

And Imp. Rose des 89003 furnishes 


another lesson which must not lose sight. few breeds 
livestock to-day are experiencing unfortu- 
nate condition from which they are finding inevitable difficul- 
recovering. This condition that attendant upon 
the fallacy which has crept, been forced, into the minds 
many breeders and which finds expression so-called 
blood This condition one that difficult curb 
when once becomes established; individual breeders quite 
generally realize its danger but they individuals are fre- 
quently powerless and too frequently are not disposed 
combat it, and result animals merit are often sacri- 
while undeserving ones with their “purple 
their only asset are maintained and permitted perpe- 
tuate their unworthy kind. This fallacy has seemed effect 
greater with beef than with dairy breeds, but the lat- 
ter have been guilty. Even the Guernsey has suffered its 
but hope its course run. Imp. 
Prospect’s Rose des Houards 89003 has few ancestors her 
pedigree that are ever were considered popular but she 
has inaugurated new era things; she has demonstrated 
that good cows will recognized what they are and can 
the show and the pail.

The Guernsey breed to-day, know it, 
must have better individuals its ranks, must have fewer 
coarse withers, fewer weak top lines, better tail settings and 
greater symmetry and uniformity. these characters 
have been improved the last few years but further improve- 
ment demanded the Guernsey maintain her pace 
among her competitors. The score card for the breed 
article quite generally looked upon designed wholly for 


college instructors and college students, the product 


few individual breeders and course subject imperfec- 
tions, but has any worth any place the breed pro- 
gress, must recognized the standard excellence 
for that chiefly used college work order 
formulate the minds prospective breeders concep-

The planning for the next 
show, the selection and fitting animals, the collection 
exhibits, and the preparation educational materials prop- 
erly begins with the closing the doors the previous 
annual exhibition. Our county fairs, state fairs, district 
fairs and contests are all part the vast institution which 
attains its annual climax Chicago each fall. The very 
nature the great organization stimulates the keenest in- 
terest, affords the hottest competition, and provides goal 
which only the very choice exhibits can reach. There are 
many advantages which exhibitors and visitors can derive 
from the show;-and chief among these advantages are educa- 
tion and breed improvement. 

The collection cattle which annually appears represents 
the handiwork many patient breeders, 
affords opportunity for beginners, enthusiasts and breed- 
ers study the breed comparing individuals which are 
recognized foremost type and uniformity, and stimu- 
lates keen and friendly rivalry which essential any 
project may prosper. further stimulus this rivalry 
and competition new feature added this year’s 
premium lists.

The second period starts when the 
calves are approximately one year old 
and ends with calf club show just 
before they are due freshen. 

The third period starts when the 
heifers freshen and continues for one year through the 
first lactation period which time calf club show should 
held. 

young calves are purchased the members can start 
directly with the calf club project and continue through 
the year. open heifers over one year age are secured 
they start with the heifer club project and continue 
through the cow club project and the same time her calf 
can used complete the calf club project. 

bred heifers are secured the members start with the cow 
club project the heifer freshens.

HOWING takes secondary place 
the dairy industry due the 
fact that much importance 
placed upon production.

the greatest value, there undoubtedly much value 


showing cattle means advertising the herd and

Mr. Scott Bagley wrote follows: the fall 
1915 took the calves away from two cows the same 
age, one was scrub and the other high grade Hereford. 
They were fed together silage and hay until May 10, 
when they were turned blue grass pasture, neither being 

The first week August shipped them with our steers 
market. The scrub cow brought $38.65. The grade 
Hereford brought $110. The sires made the difference 
the price received for the two cows.” 

Mrs. Henry Ora Manawa told how they built 
profitable grade herd from native stock. twelve scrub 
cows returned us, sum $438.88. This was 
far from satisfactory, borrowed the money pay for 
pure bred Guernsey bull, asking ourselves the question, 
pay for can now answer that question 
and can add that not only paid for himself, but has 
paid compound interest also. enabled build silo, 
buy machinery, educate the children and remove all in- 
debtedness the farm. 

five years our herd consisted twelve head, five these 
mature cows and seven them heifers, and all descendants 
the scrub cows began with. With practically the same

prices for feed and for our product, these cows returned 
almost exactly $1000, increase $561.12 due the use 
pure bred bulls. systematic testing, culling and 
careful selection gradually increased the size and quality 
our cows. Today have herd high-producing 
Guernseys. had not gone further debt buy that 
pure bred Guernsey bull back 1905, someone else would 
owning and operating the farm today.” 


How Breepers 

attain the highest degree success, every pure bred 
bull campaign should have the backing the pure bred and 
grade breeders the locality. One the special features 
the campaign Wisconsin has been the united effort 
all the local breed associations putting the campaign 
several bred breeders have offered pure 
bred bull calves, from three nine months age, ex- 
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change for grades and scrubs breeding age. They have 
even offered allow the farmer owning the scrub keep 
him until the pure bred was old enough for service. 
some counties the breeders have offered sell bulls from 
ten twenty-five dollars cheaper buyers within the 
county than when sold outside the county. 


Strange may seem, the offering pure bred bulls 
exchange for grades and scrubs has not been very popular 
with the owners the grades and scrubs. least they 
have been slow make the trades. some instances 
seems they were ashamed give scrub bull take 
good pure bred exchange for him. 


The first county offer these trades was Fond Lac 
and the first trade made that county was July 31, 1918. 
that day three men went the home Math Michels 
and got three pure bred Guernsey calves exchange for three 
grade Guernsey bulls which they had been using. 
these men kept their grades until the pure breds were old 
enough for service. The calves which they received were 
all from Advanced Registered dams and were sired bull 
whose dam had record 581 pounds butter fat. 


The actual doing the work campaign this kind 
usually devolves upon one two persons, most upon 
comparatively few. Wisconsin the county agents, 
during the year 1919, made this their major project and 
spent large portion their time working the cam- 
paign. Meetings were held which special speakers were 
obtained and the advantages pure bred bulls were pre- 
sented. The names the owners grade and scrub bulls 
were obtained the meetings and these men were later 


called and effort was made induce them get pure 
bred bulls. 


Another phase the work the county agent was assist- 
ing men the county obtaining the kind bulls they 
desired. make this work more effective and easy the 
secretaries the local community associations 


assisted materially providing lists pure bred bulls for 
sale. 


several counties special pure bred bull sales were held 
and some cases many twenty more bulls were 
sold single afternoon. These animals, most in- 
stances, remained within the county and went into herds, 


many cases, where pure bred bull had never before been 
used, 


STATE ORGANIZATION 


Some statewide organization essential order unify 
the work and obtain better cooperation from local breeders 
well help the general direction the campaign. 
The Wisconsin organization comprised follows: The 
secretaries all the state cattle breeders’ associations, 
representative the college Agriculture, representative 
the Wisconsin Live Stock Breeders’ Association and man 
from the state agricultural papers. 


The general work this state organization has been 
formulate plans for work, give publicity the campaign, 
keep the organizations the different counties touch with 
each other and their activities, and furnish material for the 
county agents and other workers order assist them 
putting the campaign across their particular locality. 


PUBLICITY 


special committee was appointed have charge this 
very important phase the work.

For the first six months the campaign three news articles 
were sent out every week all daily and weekly newspapers 
the state and practically every issue the agricultural 
papers during that period special articles were run. Leading 
breeders and stockmen throughout the state were asked 
contribute stories from their own experiences showing the 
value pure bred sires their herds. 


special house organ entitled Better Bulls” was 
published keep the workers touch with each other and 
was sent weekly all county agents and other workers 
the campaign. doing this and obtaining news from the 
field weekly all new ideas were sent broadcast and were not 
confined any one locality. 


The Farmers’ Institute force the College was also em- 
ployed assist the work. Several speakers, throughout 
the winter months, gave talks almost every farmers’ 
meeting held the state. Someone was always hand 
speak the value pure bred bulls. matter where 
the farmer went what read was almost sure get 
something about pure bred bulls. was before him all the 
time whether wanted not. 


During the summer months large number the com- 
munity breeders’ associations hold picnics which things 
the breed are discussed. The Farmers’ In- 
stitute force furnishes many speakers for these picnics and 
during the 1919 season every one these speakers talked 
Bred Bulls Pay.” The topic announced was often 
something quite different but before the speaker was finished 
had said something very definite the subject 
bred bulls pay.” 


Cow Testers 


During the past year the cow testers have taken very 
active part the work.

The campaign had not progressed far before became 
apparent that certain sections the state did not have 
enough pure bred bulls for sale supply the local demand.

had bulls for sale were asked list them with the secretary 
the state committee. For some months the secretary got 
out monthly sales’ list which was sent all county agents 
and secretaries community breed associations. this 
way good bulls were located and information concerning them 
was put the hands those desiring it. 


FOR SUCCESS 


Three things are essential for the success such cam- 
paign. 

First—cooperation and hard work the part all 
interested the campaign. 


Second—good bulls reasonable prices for the men who 
want buy. 


Third—straightforward, honest, publicity the right 
kind got before the proper people. Ger the people who are 
using bulls talking pure breds and better pure breds. 
Get them doing this and then when they want get one 
look after them and don’t them until they have the 
want.

After washing, the animals should blanketed. This 
done for several reasons—one, keep the animal clean; two, 
sweat the hide get condition and quality into it; three, 
shed hair; four, make lay straight; five, give the 
hair silky appearance. accomplish the first purpose 
light blanket will but hidebound, heavy 
blanket required induce sweating. 

Animals should curried and brushed least once 
day during the fitting period, and more often time per- 
mits. Currying essential fitting takes out the 
dirt and scurf, increases the action the skin opening 
the pores, brings out the oil and smooths the hair. Use 
soft brush this process rather than currycomb. Coarse 
sandpaper nailed block and used the hair, rubbing with 
the grain pulls out loose and dead hair, also trains hair lie 
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down smoothly. After brushing, over the animal with 
flannel cloth dampened with olive oil. 

little polishing horns will accomplish wonders 
adding attractiveness the head. The outer part the 
horn, scratches, and nicks are removed with medium rasp, 
complete the operation fine rasp steel scraper can 
used place the steel scraper, broken 
glass will serve the purpose handled with care. The 
scraping continued until all scratches, grooves and light 
places are removed. The scraping should done length- 
wise and long strokes made order that the tapering 
gradual. Coarse emery paper next used, first rubbed 
around the horn and then finally lengthwise. When every 
scratch removed the horn ready for the ex- 
cellent polish made mixing powdered pumice stone with 
sweet oil into creamy paste. This applied with cloth 
hand and rubbed for time. Then finally polished 
with flannel cloth. Tripoli powder and sweet oil con- 
sidered better polish than pumice although little difference 
can seen. The polish should applied shortly 
before entering the ring. 

Just before showing, smooth the hair and give silky 
and shiny appearance, oil emulsion may well applied 
the coat. good emulsion consists equal parts sweet 
oil, glycerine, and alcohol. small amount this rubbed 
with flannel and then hand massaged until the desired 
stage gloss reached. 

The tail should washed each time that the entire animal 
treated. The day before showing, should washed 
and bleached with bluing, and then braided into from three 
five small braids and left that way over night. The day 
showing open the braids and brush out the tail, thus giv- 
ing clean, fluffy appearance. 

the toes have grown out rather long, they can pinched 
off with pair pinchers. The wall and sole then trimmed 
off give the characteristically shaped hoof. The sole must 
also trimmed off that the animal will stand square and 
the same time the halves will not pinch together when the 
animal standing. The wall should cleaned and rasped. 
The hoof the animal light colored and will take fine 
finish polished, adding somewhat the appearance

the typical Guernsey shape horn not developing 
normally, they must trained grow correctly. the 
horn should turn in, the usual method training use 
clamp some kind that will draw the horns neces- 
sary start the training early date the horns are not 
coming right. 

Animals being fitted, provided the weather 
should allowed exercise out-of-doors least 
three hours daily, preferably the early part the after- 
noon. good practice follow lead the animals 
about with halters, the bulls with staffs, not only for exercise 
but also train them how walk the show ring, well 
how stand when exhibition. This training worth 
much when entering the arena. They are 
handled, submit without nervousness the movements and 
hand touches the judge and exhibit behavior that pleases 
herdsman, spectators, and judge.
